1(5 persons 
On it when it left the 
wreck. 
The only food on board was 
two apple3. 
The first apple was con­ 
sumed on Tuesday and the second on 
Wednesday, each being divided info 
16 portions. 
From Sunday, the day they were 
wreckib, until Thursday, when they 
were rescued, the survivors drifted 
60 miles on the half-submerged raft 
Several attempts were made to land 
on the Three Kings islands, hut with 
cut success. Three men died on Mon 
day night from drinking salt water. 
All of the survivors suffered the tor 
tures of thirst, and four other men 
and the stewardess died of exhaus 
tion before they were picked up by 
the Penguin. 
They had a cruel dis 
appointment on Tuesday 
night.

Lake Shore Raises Wages. 
Cleveland, 
Nov. 
17.—The 
Lake 
Shore road posted notices today an 
nouncing an average increase of 1 
per cent al ng the entire system. Not 
a great white ago the wages of the 
switchmen in the Chicago yards were 
raised an 1 the notice today applh 
to all other switchmen. 
It will af 
feet about 1,000 men. 
A general in 
crease may be m aae before the end 
of the week. 
It is also stated that 
the Nickel Plate will follow with a 
general Increase. 


Washington, Nov. 17.—The annual 
report of J. C. Breckinridge, inspec tor 
general cf the army, is a voluminous 
document and covers every phase of 
the military establishm ent and each 
department bureau and command .n 
the army. 
It contains more than 50 
recommendations and suggestions re­ 
lating to improvements in the army, 
most of which pertain to technical 
matters and minor conditions. 
Much 
of the report necessarily has been 
covered 
in 
the 
reports of 
bureau 
chitfs and commanding officers. Gen­ 
eral Breckinridge finds much to com­ 
mend in all branches of the service 
and reports 
progress and improve­ 
ments everywhere. 
The most serious 
criticism is in regard to absenteeism, 
where officers are ..detached and on 
detached duty, leaving the regiments 
short of officers. 
Thus, in the Philip 
pines especially, it is found that many 
companies arc without captains, ant 
the companies in command of new 
and untried officers. 
He attributes 
this lack of officers in the arniy to fill 
the details and oetached assignments. 
General Breckinridge shows that in 
struction in the arm y is progressing 
satisfactorily. 
He recommends 
the 
fortification of Pearl harbor, in the 
Hawaiian islands, as a strategic point. 
He says water transportation in tin 
army is rapidly assuming stable and 
economical methods. 
He has the following to say regard 
ing his inspection in the Philippines: 
“ During my tour in the Philippines 
it was evident on all sides that the 
army, as a whole, was laboring pa 
tientiy 
and 
faithfully to solve tin 
many vexing 
problems 
continually 
presented to it. 
The difficulties en 
m.nti - i and the hardships endure d 
never can be fully appreciated 
by 
anyone who has not. been on the 
ground and observed the daily life tf 
oflic« rs and men 7,000 
miles from 
home influt nces and associations, liv 
ing in communities either openly or 
secretly hostile, depending almost en 
tiroly for their subsistence upon the 
commissary—where one 
is 
always 
afraid to take evt n an ordinary drink 
of water without ascertaining first 
whether it has been cooked. 
‘Critics at home may 
sometimes 
earch for epithets to apply to our 
general officers, out these officers are 
no less kind-hearted than their crit­ 
ics. 
“The crying need oi soldiers now 
in the Philippines is quarters: and 
nothing will add more to the comfort, 
discipline 
and efficiency of officers 
and men serving in that division than 
the construction, as rapidly as possi­ 
ble. of commodious quarters and bar 
racks for our troops, on sites which 
will afford ample room for proper in­ 
struction o f’ large bodies of men in 
drill and target practice.” 
Discussing the American troops and 
the Filipinos, 
General 
Breckinridge 
says: 
“There has bein a good deal of dls 
cussion In the public press and else 
where concerning the treatment of 
the native Filipinos by the American 
troops, 
and 
some 
rather 
serious 
charges have been brought against 
the army, which, however, have not 
been sustained." 
Genera] Breckinridge then pays a 
high compliment to the officers in 
command 
of 
the Philippine armv 
mentioning a great many by name, 
but saying all had nobly done their 
duty. 
In conclusion he says: 
“The officers 
of 
the 
inspection 
corps in the Philippines substantially 
agree that extreme and frequent cru 
elty has not been habitually practiced 
and that all well-founded complaints 
cf excesses have led to trial and pun 
fshment of the offenders.”
